“In accordance with the understanding reached in the Council’s prior 
consultations, the President extended an invitation under rule 39 of the 
Council’s provisional rules of procedure to Mr. Pagan Amum, Secretary 
General of the Sudan People’s Liberation Movement. 

“The Security Council heard a briefing under rule 39 of its provisional 
rules of procedure by Mr. Atul Khare, Assistant Secretary-General for 
Peacekeeping Operations.
